As Treasurer of the Corcoran Gallery of Art, I will file with the Director this 
week, a detailed report covering the financial transactions for the calendar year 1959- This 
report will he submitted to our auditors. I think it is well to point out certain highlights 
of my report in this letter, and for your convenience, each of you has been supplied with a 
copy. 

On December 31, 1959, the book value of the investments of the Gallery, including 
cash awaiting investments of $5,024.69, aggregated $2,504,802.59* The indicated income from 
investments amounts to $127,785*10, or a yield of 5*11$ (a gain from 4.91$ a year ago). In 
addition, cash available for expenses amounted to $70,341.76, making a total of $2,575*1^-4.07 
in endowment and operating funds. 

A summary of investment securities and cash to the credit of the various funds as 
of December 31, 1959 is given below:

For your information, there is attached a summary of all transactions in 
the Endowment Funds of the Gallery since the last meeting of the Board. 

The operating income of the Gallery during the year 1959; applicable to the 
budget, amounted to $254,828.48, an excess of $9,643.43 over total budget expenses of 
$245,185.05; as against an approved budget of $263,803-00 for the year. Therefore, 
the Gallery stayed within its budget. However, non-budgeted items amounted to 
$26,829.16, thus the Gallery disbursements exceeded the income in the amount of 
$ll,606.4l. At the end of the year we had no outstanding obligations except for 
ordinary current expenses. 

I would like to express my appreciation for the help to the Treasurer during 
the year, of Frank D. Parulski, Comptroller of the Gallery. Without his cooperation 
and that of the Director and the staff of the Gallery, I would not have been able to 
make such a satisfactory report to you. 

Following this report, we will review the operation of the budget for 1959; 
and after that we will present for your approval, the budget for i960. Each account 
in this budget has been given careful consideration and has been kept to a minimum.

X fish to submit the following report and comments thereon 
to January IS, 1960. 

It nay have appeared to you, as it has to me, that our 
Membership effort hae moved jsore slowly than we expected. On the 
other hand, we were obliged to start slowly because, except for the 
young people's committee, our effort had to begin froa what X night 
describe as deed center. We had definite ideas about bow our work 
should bo done and the type of effort which your Board and I felt 
would be appropriate. 1 wish to subnit the following chronology 
of the steps taken and, with reference to that chronology, I wish 
to make the following consents: 

Twenty seven days elapsed between the sending of a letter 
by Mr. Hamilton and myself to some sixty five individuals from whoa 
we hoped to obtain a substantial number of sponsors. It was not un¬ 
til October 29th that, after we had made additional efforts to obtai 
answers, Mr. Hamilton and I had received affirmative replies from 
thirty-six individuals, which number we felt was adequate for our 
purposes. Except for that delay, Z would say that the periods be¬ 
tween the various steps were not unduly protracted. 

It was agreed that we should not take any steps which woul 
interfere with the United Givers fund Campaign but that fact threw 
our organising and tbe commencement of our solicitation into the 
Thanksgiving and pre Christmas period. 

I trust that you will be interested in the attached copies 
of the letters which were prepared and used for tbe various stages 
of the work. I believe that all were submitted to Hr. Hamilton for 
his comments and I would like to say that, insofar as the letters to 
those who were already members of the Gallery t aisily in various cate 
gorles, we have not received any critical comments and tbe results 
have begun to be very helpful. 

It is very difficult to give an entirely accurate picture 
of tbe financial results. Several methods of calculating these re¬ 
sults have been made by Mr. Barnet and reviewed by me. One set of 
figures used was for tbe period from June 1, 1259, through December 
31, 1059, and those figures were supplemented by the results from 
January 1, 1960, through January 15, 1960. As solicitation, even 
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by the yoaog people'• cwiitte*, was not begun tor several month* 
after June 1, 1959, it may be said that those figures should have 
been excluded, if possible. Nevertheless, by reference to the re 
suits for June, July and August of 1956, it is obvious that the 
collection* for tboee three months of 1959 would not be substantial. 

I have used the figures from October 1, 1959, to January 
15, 1960, but, even so, they do not give an entirely aatisfactory 
comparison. The reason for this unsatisfactory comparison is that, 
in early September, 1956, a direct sail effort was made by the 
Gallery authorities which involved the nailing of 40,000 pieces 
of soliciting material. The results of that sailing appeared in 
the figures for September, 1958, of $8715. and for October, 1958, 
of $6130. X would say that this impersonal solicitation produced 
very good result* but because the solicitation was Impersonal aad 
the solicitation of renewal* in September and October of 1953 was 
impersonal, the "drops'* for those month* of 1959 were far fro* 
normal. 


For the period June 1, 1959, through December 31, 1959, 
these "drops" totalled 570 with a money loss of $8035. Of the 
above number, 112 memberships were in the $10 class and 291 member¬ 
ships were in the 916 olass and these were after only one year of 
membership. This suggests to me that, some large number of tbs mem¬ 
berships obtained by the mall solicitation were not renewed. The 
figures for September 1958 - $8715 - were greater by $3398. than 
the figures for September 1959 - $5317. The figures for October 
1958 of $6130. were only slightly less than those for October 1959 
of $6417. The fact that the latter figure was greater was caused, 
undoubtedly, by the commencement of our solicitation but how much 
of that difference was caused by our solicitation is very hard to 
determine. I believe that a better comparison would have been with 
those months of 1957 but the figures are not presently available to 
me. 

The more nearly acceptable figures to me show that, for 
the period June 1, 1959, through December 31, 1859, 438 new members 
were obtained for a money total of 38075. Even more interest arises 
from the fact that 81 members raised their category of membership 
Cor an Increased amount of $1750. If one adds to this total money 
of $9885. the two direct gifts of $1000 each from Mrs. lustis and 
from Mr. Mellon, the total is raised to $11,835. 


During the period January 1, 1960, through January 15 
I960, 71 new members were obtained with a money value of $3315. 
The average of these new memberships * being $46.69 - indicates 
that our purpose of seeking memberships in the higher categorie 
is beginning to be realized. 
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During this fifteen day period, 20 hoc bere raised tbelr 
categories of membership with a dollar increase of $360. and addi¬ 
tional direct gifts numbered 7 for a total amount of $600. 

It would appear fro* the above figures that new member~ 
ships, raised memberships and direct gifts total $16,210. but neither 
Mr. Barnet nor I would claim that this entire amount is due to our 
efforts. 

I have commented above on the 40,000 mail effort of Septem¬ 
ber, 1068, particularly as it relates to the renewal of those member¬ 
ships. At a time when 420 memberships ware not being renewed after 
one year, only 80 were not being renewed after two years and only 76 
after three years. Therefore, the bolding of memberships after the 
first year appears to be a very important part of our future work. 

While I have been Impressed by the work and enthusiasm of 
tba Junior Committee under the Chairmanship of Jgdward Piatt, I felt 
from the beginning that the 6500 names assigned to a committee of 
not more than 50 members was sntlrely wrong. Mot only could such 
an assignment have a depressing effect on the workers but, assuming 
that it was physically Impossible for each worker to handle such an 
asaignmant, it may have resulted in a wrong cboics of thorns names 
which could be solicited. I hope to be able to maintain the Junior 
Committee but it will be conducted on a much more selective basic. 

1 would say that, about February 1st, Mrs. Moorman, Messrs. 
Faulkner and Barlow, and I will consult about how much followup 
should be undertaken. Our decision will be iafluenced by our ap¬ 
praisal of the results at that tins. 

There is no question but that our list of names to be 
solicited can be improved. The present list was screened by me 
at least four or five times but, while X am well acquainted in 
Washington, X may have made more mistakes of omission than X 
should hsvs mads. I aa satisfied that there are many prospective 
members whose names are not on our list and that will be given our 
attention. 

I have said to some members of the Board and, particularly, 
to Mr. Hamilton that X considered my work on behalf of the Gallery 
to be for a substantial period of time rather than for tbla initial 
period. X feel that there ia much to he accomplished, both in so 
licitation of new memberships as well as in creating a habit of 
renewal and I would like to work on this for another year at least. 

X feel strongly that our principal effort should be in the late 
winder or early spring rather than following the United Givers Fund 
Campaign but X believe that the late winter and early spring of 
I960 should be devoted to such follow ups as appear promising and 
an Improvement in the technique of obtaining renewals. 
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I bad thought that as enlargement of tbe Council Bigbt 
bo the way to handle this continuing assignment but, because of 
the present make-up of tbe Council I have decided that it would 
be hotter to establish a Membership Commie tee under a title to 
be considered and X believe that I can organise such a committee 
from tbe women and men who have already indicated their interest 
in our work. 

X have enjoyed what I have done so far, I am impressed 
by the official staff of the Gallery and I am particularly im¬ 
pressed by tbe School. X would enjoy continuing my work if the 
Board is not too disappointed with the results so far obtained.

THE CORCORAN SCHOOL OF ART'S EDUCATIONAL PRACTICES 


The Corcoran School of Art operates, in general, in much the same manner 
as the Art Student's League in New York., There is no required progression of 
classes, and there is no required duration of study. Students select their 
instructors and work under their guidance for months or years. Frequently 
students will study under several instructors during the course of their enrollment 

In the painting classes the faculty attempts to provide a sound technical 
foundation of draughtsmanship, perspective/ anatomy and composition. After the 
basic disciplines have been--mastered the-student - may paint according to his 
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own dictates-,-but still under, critical supervision. The faculty does...not. attempt 
to impose on'the students the individual faculty-members'•-own-manner--of'painting. 

On the contrary, students are encouraged to develop their own styles. 

Students working at the Corcoran School of Art towards degrees at the 
George V/ashington University must, of course, abide by the University's 
academic regulations. 

Students in the Commercial Art classes must absorb the more precise 
disciplines required by this type of instruction. Our "graduates" are thus 
thoroughly equipped to obtain jobs on a professional level on leaving the School. 

Students of sculpture are also given less freedom of individual expression, 
because of the longer period needed to master the exacting demands of the 


media involved. 






The National Gallery of Art contains one of the great collections of 
western art in the fields of paintings, sculpture, prints and decorative arts. 

It includes a distinguished collection of the works of the best known American 
artists. The National Gallery of Art is not active in the field of contemporary 
art. The National Gallery of Art is not designed to serve the local community 
(i.e. Washington) any more than other sections of the country: its primary 
role is essentially on a national scale. 

The Corcoran Gallery of Art primarily serves the local community, 
although its influence goes far beyond its geographical location. The Corcoran 
Gallery is especially dedicated to the collection and display of American art, 
from the earliest times to and including the present. It has one of the largest 
holdings of American paintings, watercolors, drawings, prints and sculpture in 
the country, as well as one of the best. It is active in the area of contemporary 
American art, notably through its series of one man exhibitions and large 
national exhibitions, such as the Biennial series. It also, not infrequently, 
shows the work of talented contemporary artists from other countries. Another 
fact which distinguishes it from the National Gallery is its active educational 
program in the field of creative art, including its excellent art school, both 
for adults and for the youth of the area. 

The National Gallery is quite properly supported by Congressional appropri¬ 
ations as is the case of other government owned museums. The Corcoran Gallery 
of Art, as a non-governmental institution, was generously endowed by Mr. Corcoran, 
the founder, and by others, notably Senator Clark. But, with shrinkage in the 
purchasing power of the dollar over the last hundred years and with increasing 
costs of services, as well as works of art, the present financial resources of 
the Corcoran Gallery are not adequate for even the most necessary expenses of 
an active growing art gallery. For this reason, the Corcoran Gallery must 
seek funds from its friends in Washington and elsewhere, as one of the most 
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important museums where the full range of American art, especially contemporary 
art, can be seen. It is particularly important that there should be such a 
gallery in the nation's capital in addition to the others in this area.
